In every instance where reconsideration is requested In view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An Interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.11 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Withdrawal of the finality of the rejection was discussed, the 
Examiner agreed to withdraw the finality of the last office action in her next office action. The final rejection was based 
on the Wireless reference in combination with the Applicant's specification. However this was the first time the 
Applicant's specification was used in a rejection, and as such it was assert the final rejection was improper. 
The Wireless reference was discussed, specifically with regard to its disclosure of a financial agreement in an auction 
setting, albiet between a buyer and a financial institution. The Applicant's background portion of the specification was 
disclussed with regard to its admission of the existance of sellers and financial institutions entering into factoring 
agreements, with such relationships being known in the art. Whether or not the combination of the two references was 
proper was another point of discussion. 

Various factors to focus on to overcome the rejection were discussed, such as further defining the relationship between 
the seller and the financial institution, further defining the factoring agreement, further defining how the relationship 
between the seller and the financial institution help to eliminate or reduce the sellers collection obligations, and how the 
use of factoring agreements are used to avoid fraud.
